a total of $195,205 for the service ren­ 
dered them.

when it comes to receipts for 1913, 
are not correct, the figures furnished

on the first pay day, the amount held 
back running from $1 to $3 and often

Iii former years private employment 
agencies did not furnish the bureau 
of labor statistics with detailed info*/ 
mation concerning the number of men 
and women put to work aiyl their 
total receipts for this service and 
many therefore did not have accurate 
records of their 1913 business. 
In the future all agencies are re­ 
quired to keep an exact record of all 
employment supplied, applications re ­ 
ceived, charges for all branches of 
the service, receipts, and, in addition, 
to classify their applicants for posi­ 
tions by nationalities; estimate how 
long the employment furnished last­ 
ed: state where the shipments were 
made to; kind of work supplied; and 
to give several other lines of miscel­ 
laneous information.

HEAVY PRUNING FOR G RA PES' [ 


For Most Vines Total of Fifty Buds 
Will Produce Good Crop and In­ 
sure Continued Vigor. 


The grape vines need pruning every 
year, lf you don’t know how to prune 
them just remember that a poor job 
of pruning will do a grape vine vastly 
more good than no pruning at all. 
It is a mighty good grape vine that 
can take care of more than fifty buds. 
And the buds are all on w’ood that 
grew last year—look and see, 
You 
may select the budc in either of two 
ways; by rutting all the lust year’s 
growth away except the two buds near­ 
est tlie old wood, which is called sjjur 
pruning, or by leaving only a few bud- 
bearing canes on each vine (use illy 
not more than four) each of which is 
pruned where needed,

vigorous, four canes of 12 buds each 
could be eaved. 
If pruned to short 
spurs, the same vine should be left 
with 24 spurs of two buds each. 
A very little study and practise will 
make grape-pruning easy. 
fille grape is seldom killed by prun­ 
ing after the sap begins to flow, though 
it is far better to prune early. 
The weaker the growth the more 
severe the pruning should be. If last 
year’s canes are only six to twelve 
buds long, do not leave more than one 
bud to each spur, but if the canes 
make 50 buds, do not leave more than 
three. 
For most vines a total of 30 
buds will produce a good crop, and in­ 
sure the continued vigor of the vine, 
says the Southern Agriculturist. 
In arbors, try to get the new wood 
on the sides re»’ or than on the top. As 


Ihe new grow u. .engthens train it up 
over the top of the arbor, and next 
winter, in pruning, cut the new’ growth 
back to two buds. 
Never leave more than one spur at a 
place; the spurs should be at least 
eight inches apart, better ten inches. 
Grapes must have heavy pruning for 
best results.
